Far more serious than the advent of jet aircraft, 
would be the castrophic loss of work anà income 
over the next five years, if this Resolution were 
adopted. (1965 estimates: 6,400 airport employees 
with a payroll of $51,000,000, 16,000 supporting 
and related employees with an additional payroll 
of $105,000,000.)
